Sin,— It was with a feeling of deep regret that I read 
in your paper of the 4th July the long and very able 
letter of the llishoo of T.'tsotania. in which Ihe on ca- 
ll on of Baptismal ItegencTiUion is introduced, Per- 
haprt the pnbliestinn of that letter by you was un- 
avoiiiaErle ; but I deam it an unfortunate occurtenoe 
that you have opened yorjr enlnmns for the tliscusair>n 
ofhi^rave anil difficult a theological subject. Vat 
baring published tho argument of the Bishop of 
Tasmania, you cannot (airly refine the lame privilege 
to the reply uf n clergyman of this dUrccsc ; and that 
letter is in many respecta so injurious to our Church 
that it ought not In he Left unanswered. 

With his lordship's defence nf himself against the 
Imputation of encouraging the study of bonk, of a 
lloiniinininn tcutiency, I have no r^cetn, I euunne 
my.elf-tn that part of hi. letter which relate. 10 the 
question proposed by him to ruitiidivtts for holy 
onlrrs, 

Tliat question is in the Pillowing terms. 

" As an Dirdainnd minister of tha Church cif Fng- 
lanil, ph-dged to use her Lilurgy entire, yuu will be 
cllcil upon with reference to every infant, without 
execiition, whom you publicly baptise to any — 

" Ilouht ye out" (' CAeivferi;' is hero aiblcd in ihe 
service, end the omission of that word, seriously affects 
Ihe purport of the M anage, as It disconnects it with 
the promises previously referred to. and gives it an 
p isolated force) " lieu In ye not, but earnestly hvlievs 
r thnc He will likewise favcurably receive tlie present 
infant."

1. Lpon this I worilrl first observe that die proposal

That qussjiion I would myself answer without bad - 
ration in the aiflrmative. To ma it pres ents no difo-

enough, and cut be explained in a very few words. I 
believe that our gracious Lord has dosu tsething in 
vain, I believe that Me had a deep meaning in ap.

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uch are my priTice views, bui I also believe 
that tho question now in disbute In our 
Church, cannot be solved wilh certainly from 
Holy Scripture ; and with regard to all question, in 
that predicament, 1 contend, in accordance with tbe 
prineipla enunciated in our 6th Article, that the 
Church imposes no dogma upon us. Christ only can 
shut What no man can open, and open what none 
Can shut ; and no attempt to settle any question of 
faith which be has left undetermined Is, 1 am eon. 
vinced, an impiety of no ordinary magnitude. I em 
quite certain that of this great sin our Church ia not 
guilty. And I hold it to be the duty of every mem-

may hold extreme view, on the one side or the Other, 
provided those views are within the hounds Of Holy 
Scripture, Already haa the cause of Christ sutrercd 
Ineoneci Fable injury from men of intractable tempers, 
arrogating to tnemselvos authority to (lit tale and 
to exclude, 

Mr, Uiirlism is a Calvin ist, and I am unable to con- 
ceive how any minister of our Church, taking the 
term ^generation in lu C'alvinistic moaning, and 
connecting it with tho Calvini.tic ria^ma of " Inde- 
fectible, grace." ean understand tho word, referred 10 
bv the Bishop of Tasmania otherwise tlion condition- 
ally— as tho lmguage of hope and charity | but not of 
undoubted assurance. 

Yet Calrinists have always been in our 
Churoh from tho rim.- of' Calrin onwards. 
Calvbiists have Weld nor highest dignitio., 
and many of her brightest lights, whose me- 
mories wo fondly and proudly cherish, were Calvinism 
Nor until late years hits any attemnt been made to ex- 
clude .uch men. By the Church of Scotland Calvin- 
Ism haa liecn adopted, and it ia incorporated in hot 
standard.! by our Church It ha. been neither ndoplod 
»a( rejected. Arianiam and other errors of early times 
she repudiates in her Creed., rUmenlam she repu- 
■bates tn the Articles, but the high subject, of .peru!.- 
tlon about which the powerful and daring intellect of 
Calvin was employed, and tho undetermined question 
which relates to tho effects of the sacrament of Bap- 
tism, the Church has dutifully left just as .he found 
them ; for what authority has she to add one iot or 
tittle to the word of God ? 

Mis Tjordship sska near the conclusion of his letter, 
In an indignant strain, " Is tho Church of Englsncl 
then so debased und slavish, so enamoured nf tbe re- 
strictions imposed upon her by tha citil power, as to 
court her own dishonour, fee, i'* 

I answer, na ! Tho Church of England il not de- 
based nut slavish, is not enarnouroil of undue restric- 
tion from any quarter, and ttnrrHore she resists 
all dictation from man. Tho Privy Council de- 
cided neither for nor against Mr. Ourbatn, in re- 
ference to the theological question forced upon that 
gentlemen by tho Bishop of Exeter; but It did decide 
•gainst tbe assumption nf power by tbe Bishop to fix 
his own interpretation upon the standards of our 
Church. It ia easy to sea an which sido of this con- 
troversy era " restrictions, and .Uverv, anrl debase- 
ment," and on which side liberty. No roan who ia 
•imply hindered from doing wrong to his neighbour 
has a right to tromnlain thnt his liberty 1. resttdined. 
Tlie Privy Council bus kept open a door which was 
left so by tha Apostles and the Informers, and which 
certain men, presuming upon their dignity, attempted 
to shut. It haa interposed not for restriction hut pro- 
tection, not to dictate but to repress dictation. 'The 
majority of Churchmen feel themselves unrierthe deepest 
obligations to that Court, and regm-d its authority 
as an impartial* guarantee rat their religious liberty ; 
and never may the day come when the privi- 
lege of apiKraling to sueh s ijibunal has been mf - 
rendcrcd.

Bin, — I had read with much amusement sundry arti- 
cles or reports on the Melbourne gold market, put 
forth lately by a oirrtain Mr Edward Khull, a gold 
iitukcr ; but the amusement afforded was changed 
into aatonisbnient on reading hi. remarks coniad inlo 
your paper of yesterday,— where Mr. Hhull a notions 
uu monopoly, legitimate banking, ate., ecem to be 
more than adopted. 

I uill Hrst eiamino these reports of M r . Kh nil's: 
then his observations ; and then make a few remarks 
upon Ihe subject of monopoly and legitimate banking, 

Mr, Khull states (June 24), "thai the monopolising 
banks have achieved their »im by putting down com. 
petition, but that they are paying a higher price now 
at the diggings than they formerly did in toss," 

If eomuotitiub is extinguished by new purebaaers 
appearing jh the market (should we not read 
1 * monopoly" hero for " competition 1") how is It that 
the price paid by tho buyers is therefore higher than 
formerly, aeeing that they have the lr»do entirely in 
their own hands - 

lie goes on, "They (the banks) imagine they will 
retrieve their false step by dictating their price to the 
digger : but this is a delusion, and contrary to the 
spirit of commerce." 

The only dictation that the rmpetitlun ei^twt by 
the Bank, move to the diggings appears to have 
created, has been, acoordina to the preceding remark 
a rise m the price, as might naturally be supposed 
would bo the ease. Is the digger injured, thcri-- 
and what is there contrary to tbe spirit of commerce 
in you or 1, or any one else buying gold or any other 
article whore we may think it can be bought to the 

'' They have run the price up against 
Hie storekeeper, nut the storekeeper can always corn- 
pcte BiiccesrUlly with the Rank.'' 

Very wall ; Ejf this is the case the storekeeper need 
noi complain, seeing that the victory mult remain on 
his side. 

So thnn, according to Mr. Khull, competition is 
Citrngui.hed by the Batiks: as a conseqienee, the 
digger is getting a higher price for bis gold, 
storekeeper can alway. compete 
hanker. Rather puiiRng this, 
mode of ressvyjunc; ! 

Now permit ino to examine Mr. KhuU's rumarks, 
He commences by slutlng thst the operations of 
certain banks who have established egeneies al the 
dlggiuirstoiniaUelhem to purchase gold direct from 
the drgger. sets prejudieially, because 
1st. It has dlsorgsnised the relations between tbe 

storekeeper and the digger, 
lad StnwWtict has given credit to the digger oil 
the faith of being re-imbmscd by the digger with 
the produot of bis labour, rfow the digger sells Ins 
jCdd^dust to the banker, and forget, to p,y .be 

per thereby prevented from Laying in 
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stock : goods are therefore higher in price, 

, U 7 ch T ni *, m Pte'enled from buying gold 
and tha hanks are thereby enabled to refl ihsi 
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The third objection need hardly be considered, aa i, 
supposes the digger to remain lit a state of " forgetful; 
nesa" of his debt to his friend ^ he »lorckcepcr 
that tho storekeepers' boos 
owing to the banker hariog 
the means of purchasing. 

Then come tha merchants, who are 
buying gold and obliged to take tha banker's bill at an 
exorbitant premium. 

Is the rate of c xehango on London then at an exor- 
bitant premium tWntiss the banks buy gold at the dig- 
ging. 1 What do they buy gold for at all : —\o Und 
cover for their bills. And what creates thi. prescmt 
excessive demand for remittance to England but the 
heavy balance of trade against these colonies. No 
banker enn control the rate of exchange between dif- 
ferent countries, unless he can cimtml the exports and 
import!, Why was the rate on England soma short 
lirno back at a discount more thnn twieo^s heavy as 
the present premium? Bcrauso tho sudden and unex- 
pected supply of gold added so immensely to the 
value nf the exports aa tn far more than counterbalance 
tho value of the imports , in the sumo way ss now 
from tho excessive incieme in imports the balance lips 
the other way, and the rata nf exchange on England 
iff lit. a Ptnn*f 1 HpjHirli ng UfsJrtiTHiOs..

ftfflli the French inhabitants, live in number, who have 
on the island _ shoot eifhtssxfi THOntbs Their 
il l» fishinf, which they carry an about 
seven mile* out at sea, and generally take from moo 
to 3,000 nah, which they cure, and a schooner trading 
to Bourbon calls occasionally to load with these. 
Four of our party startetl off in search of adventures, 
and after a most fatiguing clirob we reached the top of 
the island, from which there is a good view of th. 
surrounding sea, and of tho lagoon below. We de- 
scended, and on arriving at the bottom we were much 
fatigued, but found that one of our party, who had 
stayed behind, was eoinforftably ensconced in tha 
Frenchmen's bouse, We were invited in, and made 
merry an some capital Geneva and claret, which they 
produced plenty of; rhoy also rooked us soma 
excellent dsh, nnd produced a box of cigars: they 
were exceedingly polite, apologising for what thoy had

pected to find the latter running wild, but were told 
that there was only rm*. wild goat left on the (stand, 
and a few pigs also, but they could not catch them. 
We saw very few birds, but as in our progress up tha 
mountain We found hundreds of nests, there k no 
doubt that Innumerable hilit gu tfc^, K 
seasons to Isy their eggs. 

Thu island _ is rmdcnrly of volcanic oriain, and sr. 
tho present time there are hot sprinfs in the lagoon, 
into which, if you put Hah, you ean take them out 
conked. Near tbe luniking place we aaw two tomb- 
stones, with tbe following inscription : — " In memory 
of Gordon Itowlsnd, inn., who fell from masthead of 
ship Meidas, nged 13 years." The other one — 
" To tha memctry of Mr. Chsrlos Mallory, chief 
of the ship Aeronaut, of *New linden, who was 
by a whale, near this IaUad, June tlwt, 1S3T, 
21 years.

There is nisi, a chnlybcate spring on the island, th* 
writer from which, though not pleasant to drink. Is 
considerod very wholoso'ine. There are no trees or 
shmha whatever, nnr iny cultivation, There ua, 
however, largo quantities of grits., growing in th* 
greatest luxuriance; and I feel almoit cetuident 
wheat or mniite might be cultivated, as there is 
plenty of rain nt lime*. It y froqueaism, I believe, si 
good deal by American whaler* ; and msny Knglish 
vessels would, I should imagine, touch hen for re. 
lustiia and fresh Ush. If more were known of it, for 
we did not know, at the time we left the ship, that a 
boat could land. We mtumed to the ship at about * 
p.m., and continued our course with a fair wind. 
Total quantity el Ash caught, about 180, averaging 
perhaps Jibs, a-pieeo; also about th* same number 
of crawnsh, nvvraBirrgr, 14 lb. each ; making altogether 
upwards of 700 lbs. The Frenchmen (who told n. 
they will remain there for five years longer) seemed 
very anxious tbat it should be made known in Eng- 
land that there were inhabitants on the island.

Amidst the many astounding circumstances 
which attended the outbreak and progress of ike 
great American Revolution, not the least en- 
tTaordinBry was the galaxy of improvised (renins, 
drawn forth from the obscurity of eolumal ne- 
glect, to carry on the affairs of the emancipated 
colonies, and to battle all the mighty combina- 
tions, military and political, of the mother 
country. 

It is hot alone that there Were giants in those 
days — they were giants sprung from the soil, 
and Blurting into sudden and matured power and 
applicability at the touch of that arch-enchanter, 
— necessity. 

When the small numbers of the then existing 
population are remembered, the manner in which 
that papulation was spread over an iinmen.w ex- 
tent of surface, the degree to whicli Ihu best 
energies of the individuals were consumed in a 
rude struggle with the untamed elements of 
nature, and themselves removed alike from the 
bast means of instruction, and from the quietude 
of mind and body necessary to study — that so 
many individuals should have been -found capable 
not only of conducting the untile i, and directing 
the councils of the new people, and leading it 
through an arduous struggle to a great and 
crowning victory, but ulso of filling up ade- 
quately and efficiently the atlrrimiatralions of so 
many separate states, and of laying the founda- 
tions of so many distinct local constitutions, 
is a phenomenon as difficult to comprehend as 
it is unique in history. 

In attempting to take account of the fact, and 
to analyse its causes, it Is seen that overything 
connected with bo«k-lcaming, and that mental 
development which is acquired in schools, was 
then afforded by American society in scanty pro- 
portions, and was placed within the reach of a 
small part only of its members. 

We, who have been accustomed to see a 
riairig generation moulded by thai which pre-

our notions of education to the one principle of 
incuteatioti, and thence to conclude that any 
people among whom that species of training Is 
deficient, must be necessarily rude and un- 
civilusej. 

But if ihc Amerieaul colonies were unfavour- 
ably circumstanced in that respect, they war* 
admirably situated for another and more impor- 
tant species of development, which is self-pro- 
duced in the intellectual faculties of man, 
through the instrumentality of his emotions. 

The original Anglo-American stock wan com- 
posed principally of men driven from home 
by persecution, to seek for liberty in the uncul- 
tivated wilds of an unexplored lani ; and ii v>as 
mainly recruilcd from those of the most ardent 
and reflective temperament amutiir their country- 
men. The outcasts, at least the majority of 
them, were of that impracticable and indocile 
nice which, feeling deeply, and willing strongly, 
refuse to surrender their consciences, jr their in- 
tuilions at the bidding of authority. They car- 
ried with them, to their new home in the desert, 
a moral world of their own, and a susceptibility 
to the profoundest and most encrgmng impres- 
sion* of which humanity is capable. 

V'or beings thus constituted, the New World 
was a fit habitation. Nature, in all her gloomy 
grandeur, afforded incessant dangers lo lie en- 
countered, obstacles lo he vanished, and imagery 
to excite, nourish, and expand reflection. To 
men thus circumstanced, the events of every 
day'R life sufficed to exercise llieir intellects, to 
excite deep emotions, tn originate new ideas, and 
to keep alive their spirit of independence, and 
susceptibility to moral truths. The Americans 
were, indeed, the truest descendants of their 
Saxon ancestors returned to their woods : but 
carrying with them a large portion of the mure 
quickening ideas which a civilisation of many 
centuries had awakened. As yet, national pros- 
perity, and successful commerce, had not re- 
leased tbc high tension of their intellectual fibre, 
nor tied down their faculties to the materia! com- 
binations conceived in the acquisition of wealth. 

Amongst such a people, self-education was a 
spontaneous, and a necessary result : for to feel 
strongly, and to think deeply, are cause and 
consequence ; and the pressure of externals 
powerfully contributed to ensure the effect- 

Among the masses of the American popula- 
tion it was ibis energy of volition, and not whut 
we, in these days, so greatly admire, under the 
new name of " useful knowledge," which fitted 
them for their revolution j and when the more 
favoured few added to these peculiarities a mo- 
derate shore of English education, they were 
placed in the most happy position for becoming 
active citizens and distinguished thinkers. 

In every great movement which has convulsed 
society, men have started into notice peculiarly 
adapted to carry on the work in hand. This 
very evidently depends, to a great degree, upon 
the necessary order which places the thought 
before the action. The idea of any important 
change must have subsisted in society tome time 
before the public will calls it into action : and 
thus men are prepared for the task which is 
allotted them. But then, on the other hand, 
the occasion, to a certain degree, makes 
the man : and when a movement has once com- 
menced, and there is a strung demand for a 
peculiar quality of intellect or of character, those 
who are possessed of It are induced to come 
forward and exhibit themselves ; and the 
"village HAMFBEits," and " mute, inglorious 
MtLTOxs." who would otherwise have died at 
home, and given no sign, arc adopted by their 
age, and enabled to shine forth, to do, and to be 
renowned. One way or other, a stirring age is 
always prolific of great men ; and whether they 
be Ro^AfABTES, or Nets, or Fiumuin., 
WAjHi.iiiToss, or Jehehoms, depends in a 
great measure on the nature of the movement, 
anil the qualities of which it stands in need. 

Between the great war of the American Re- 
volution and those of the earlier period of the 
Long Parliament, there is a great similarity. 
The same simplicity of manners — the sEime 
grandeur of soul 1— the same firmness of determi- 
nation, and perspicuity of intellect —are lu be 
found in each : and if an equal success did not 
attend both causes, it waa berause the 
unhappiness of tho age in England had min- 
gled politics intimately with religion, and that 
religion was then no better than an intolerant 
and blind fanaticism. 

From the contemplation of such times and 
such men, we are clearly taught that, for the 
conduct of a nation's affairs in moments of crisis, 
the one thing essential in its leaders, is character; 
that great views are the products of grcal pan- 
sions ; and that without those exalted virtues 
which lift men out of the mire of common Life, 
acquirement*, and abilities, however brilliant and 
extensive, will have no necessary connection 
with wisdom of design, or fixity of purpose. 



Now that the nature of the Sydney Pawn- 
brokers' dealings with the poor is fairly brought 
under the notice of (he legislature and the public, 
it is impossible to suppose lhal the existing law 
relating Ki this Huhject in New South Wales will 
mil undergo some material allerstinn. The 
grievances to be remedied are so plain, palpable, 
and undeniable as to require Little more than a 
mere statement of them lo insure their redress. 
For instance, the rate of interest on pledges on 
the continent uf Europe ranges from 8 to 12 
per cent, per annum, in Mnglnnd from 15 to 20 
per cent, per annum, and in Sydney from fill to 
600 per annum, and occasionally a trtfiv more ! 
In Europe, the period allowed by the law for the 
redemption of the pledge twelve months, in 
Sydney three men (As. It has been beau- 
tifully observed, in one nf the Chi- 
nese provcrbn, that '■ every groin of 
vice has been watered by the tears of the pour." 
There can be little doubt that almost every 
penny realised by the pawnbrokers uf Sydney, 
who have made and are making rapid fortunes 
by their vocation, has been subjected to the same 
melancholy baptism. The only question which 
seems to remain for our legislature to decide is, 
whether a simple palliative or a thorough and 
radical cure shall be applied to the evil. Mow 
successfully and beneficially the latter course 
has within these few years been adopted in 
Ireland will lie seen from the account which wo 
subjoin of the establishment of a Lrian flank, or 
Mont do Piete, in Limerick, extracted from .Mr. 
and Mrs. B. C. Hull's admirable work entitled 
" Ireland, its Scenery, Character, etc." 2 vols.
